Explosion in New York.
An old frame building No. 4s 1 Broomo

street, oeoupied as a workshop and dwelling I
by Jacob Peth, gunsmith, was blown up «>n

Tuesday morning. About 10 o'clock the people
in the neighborhood heard a report like the
roar <»f a large piece of artillery, followed by
a shock which shook every building in the vicinity.The house in which the explosion occurredwas instantly enveloped in a dense
cloud ofsmoke and dust, and as soon as thi>
cleared away, presented a picture of utter d<»hipidationand ruin. Peth was working at his
forge in the basement, when he saw a spark
By out of the fire, and the explosion immedilyfollowed. He supposes that the spark
must have fallen into a can of powder which
stood partially open on a bench at the rear

of the shop. The force ofthe explosion hurst
u-imliiws lit tin* hoiisi'. I

ripped up the floors and destroyed everythingwithin reach. Although very severely
hurned in the face and on the arms. IVrh's
first thoughts were lor his children, lie
darted through the falling tiuiher to the staircase.and sprung up the tottering steps to
the second tloor. where his heart was gladdenedby the sight of his two little ones, nli\o
and unharmed. Their mother had just gone
out on an errand, and they were entirely
alone. Although the sides of the house had
heen blown out, the bedstead, table, chairs
and stove overturned and broken, and tlx*
floor upheaved and rent in many plaeos. the
children had escaped without the slightest
injury.
